There was a double meeting of the 
board of city trustees last Monday 
night. 

This was occasioned by the retire¬ 
ment of the old beard and the incom¬ 
ing of the new. 

After the reading of the minutes of 
the previous meeting, the old board 
proceeded to canvass the official re¬ 
turns of the municipal election held 
in this city on the 11th of this month. 

By resolution, the followed-named 
citizens were declared elected to their 
respective offices: 

Trustees—F. A. Cunningham, I). Mc¬ 
Sweeney, Dr. J. C. McGovern, M. F. 
Healy and Thos. L. Hickey. 

Clerk—W. J. Smith. 

Treasurer—C. L. Kautt'mann. 


Marshal—H. W. Kneese. 

The members of the old board, with 
the exception of Trustees Hickey and 
McSweeney, who were re-elected, then 
retired. 

Trustee McGovern, upon being se¬ 
lected as temporary chairman, called 
the new members to order, and asked 
for nominations for permanent presi¬ 
dent of the board. 

Upon motion of Trustee Healy, sec- 
1 onded by Trustee Hickey, Trustee Mc¬ 
Sweeney was unanimously chosen. 

President-elect McSweeney thanked 
his colleagues for the high honor they 
had conferred upon him, and further 
said he appreciated the action of the 
voters of this city in re-electing him 
as trustee. He would do all in his 
power to aid in building up and boost¬ 
ing this city, and assured his listeners 
that the new board would be a work¬ 
ing one. 

Lots were then drawn by the newly- 
elected members for the two and four 
year terms, with the result that the 
four year terms were received by Trus¬ 
tees Cunningham and Hickey, and the 
two year by Trustees McSweeney, Mc¬ 
Govern and Healy. 

The board extended a vote of thanks 
to retiring Trustee Hynding for the 
honorable and manly manner in which 
he conducted the work of the old 
board as president. 

President McSweeney appointed the 
permanent committees, as follows:

Robbers Loot Mail and Make 
an Escape in a Boat 

i — " — » ■ — 

Overland train No. 10, which left 
San Francisco at 9 o'clock, was held 
up about midway between Goodyear 
and Sprig at 11:15 o'clock April 16th 
by three masked men, who after rob¬ 
bing the mail cars stole the locomo¬ 
tive, ran up to a point near Sprig sta¬ 
tion, a few miles abovfe Goodyear, 
turned the engine loose, and escaped 
in a launch on Suisun bay. The ban¬ 
dits carried off two pouches of regis¬ 
tered mail. 

The robbers had evidently planned 
the hold-up carefully, and had a launch 
and accomplice awaiting them in the 
marshes near by the spot where they 
abandoned the engine. 

The train was flagged by lantern 
. signal. As it slowed down near Good¬ 
year two men leaped aboard from each 
side of the locomotive and covered 
the engineer with a revolver. An in¬ 
stant later a third appeared over the 
back of the tender and covered the 
fireman. Backing the engine crew into 
the cab, one of the men stood guard 
over them while the others cut off the 
mail and baggage cars. 

No estimate of the amount taken 
can be obtained, but it is believed that 
the robbery netted the bandits hun¬ 
dreds of dollars. 

They then ordered the crew to “beat 
it,” and as they ran back toward the 
rear of the train, one of the bandits 
• pulled the throttle wide open and the 
engine shot at top speed through 
Goodyear. 

After running up the road for a 
couple of miles the robbers slowed up, 
uncoupled the engine from the mail 
and baggage car, stole two packages 
of registered mail, again boarded the 
engine and proceeded for about a 
mile and a half before abandoning it.
